Movencnt  of  Seed.     The  novenent  of  cottonseed  to  oil  nills  continued  to  increase  in  Texas  and 
Oklahona  over  that  of  the  previous  v/eek.     Generally  favorable  harvesting  and  ginning  weather  this 
week  in  the  areas  (northwest  Texas  and  Oklahona)  vj-here  ginning  is  in  full  progress  accounted  for 
the  large  increjise,  •.  * 

Quality  of  Seed.:   The  cottonseed  grade  certificates  this  week  shov/ed  a  higher  average  grade  for 
Texas,  99.5  conpared -vrith  97' 5  ^  week  earlier.     However,  Oklahona  continued  to  reflect  a  lower 
average  grade,   92.0  conpared  with  93.5  the  previous  week.     The  reason  for  the  average  grade  hding 
lower  than  basis. grade  (lOO)  in  Texas  and- Oklahona  was  chiefly  due  to  the  low  oil  content  of  the 
seed  fron  the  najority  of  the  districts  ajid  to  excessive  noisture  and  free  fatty  acid  in  restricted 
areas. 

District  4  (Blacklani  Area)  again  ghowed  the  highest  average  grade  for  Texas  with  102.5.  Certifi- 
cates received  fron  this  district  consistently  shoived  seed  to  be  high  in  oil -content,  with  few 
showing  any  discounting  factors.-  ,  '•  *  .» 

The  lo\7est  average  grade  of  77.0'Was  in  District  9  and  represented  seed  produced  principally ' in 
Brazoria,  Fort  Bend,  -Matagorda,  and  Wharton  counties  t^here  seed  shov/ed  a  very  high-free  fatjy  acid 
content,  ■  •  *•  ■  .

Although  the  gra4e  averaged  relatively  low  in  District  7  ( southwestern-Oklah®na) ,   this  district 
showed  t.he  highest  average  grade-of  94.0  for  the  State,  v/hereas  District  6  (centr.al  eastern 
Oklahona)  again  reflected  the  lo\?est  average  with  82.5.     Grade  discounts  in  this  district  were  due 
prinairily  to  excessive  noisture  in  the  sped.  :

Ginners.'  wagon-riot  prices  in  Texas  ranged  fron  $35  in  Jackson  and  ''/harton  Cotmties;  District  9>  ^° 
$bl  in  Ellis  County,-  -District  4.    The  average  price  paid  by  ginners  per  ton  was  $53.30  in  Texas. 
Prices  paid  to  farmers  by  ginners  in  Oklahona  ranged  fron  $40  in  Oknulgee  County,  District  6,  to 
$55  in  several  counties  of  Districts  4i  8,  and  9.    The  average  price  paid  growers  in  Oklahona  was 
$50.60. 

The  output  of  cottonseed  products  is  rusming  substantially  less  than  last  season  due  to  th.c  snall-F^ 
er  cotton  crop  and  its  unusual  lateness,     Giimings  are  lagging  far  behind  those  for  the  early  fall 
nonths  of  last  season  in  nost  areas.     This  year's  increased  crop  o-f  peanuts  is  reported  to  be 
noving  sonewhat  nore^ freely.    Movenent  of  soybeans  appears  to  have-  Slowed  dotm  sonewhat. 


The  sanpling  and  grading  o'f  cottonseed  is  under  the  supervision  of  the' Produ'ctibn  and  Marketing 
Adninistration,    Fron  reports  received  during  the  period  October  I5  to  October  25,  1945'  ^'^^ 
following  data  are  given  relative  to  grades  and  prices  of  cottonseed  in  the  bounti'es  naned:
